Commander Bailey spoke on the purpose and responsibilities of the 


Commander Bailey discussed the purpose of JANIS. It was emphasised 
that the JANIS was to be a strategic study and not on# for detail tactical 
purposes, therefore, detail* commonly published previously ae appendices 
in surveys or monographs might be printed as appendices to the JaNIS volume*, 
this would depend upon agreement between the agency representatives and the 
JISPB or by order of the three signers of the JISPB Directive. 

Commander Bailey indicated the JANIS volumes would be started by the 
three agencies on the three countries listed at the top of the left hand 
eolusai on the priority list. Temporarily these volumes are to be identified 
as B-BU, £-AL , • and E-ID. 

Questions on preparation of the JANIS. raised the question 2 

of a preparation of a Bibliography for studies which are now practically 
finished* It was indicated that the JISPB would expect a general Bibliography 
which would be given in detail insofar as possible. Col. Bakeless stressed 
the value of references in the text to sources. It was agreed that each 
agency would have one copy of the final draft of the sections for whioh 
they are responsible which Is footnoted and has reference to sources in the 
text. 



Where surveys or monographs are nearly cosplete, it was agreed that 
photostatic copies of these would be made and sent to the other two agencies. 
In addition, it was pointed out by Commander Bailey that each of the agencies 
should make immediately available all material now in their files for which 
the other two agencies have responsibility as indicated on page 1 of the 
tktline Guide* 
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that the JIsrB ***** prepare a directive on the»
